On the 20th of May a convention was 
signed for delivering up the Neapolitan 
territories to the allied powers (Gacta, 
Piscara, and Ancona, excepted) for the 
purpose of being made over to Ferdinand 
LV. The allied army were to take pos- 
session of Naples on the third. 

The French frigate Melpomene, had 
been captured in the Bay of Naples, in 
attempting to violate the blockade. 

The civil war continued to rage in 
France at the date of the last accounts. 
French funds at the lowest ebb to which 
they have yet fallen, viz. 55 to 53 1-4. 

It is stated, that an action took place 
on the 28th May, in which Bonapurte’s 
Gen. (Travot) with 3000 men, was rout- 
ed with great loss. 

Bonaparte’s specch of the 7th of June 
to the Chamber of Peers and Chamber 
of Representatives, had been reccived at 
London.

The storm of war is over, and 
Whe voice of the dove is again heard in 
our land; we can now take time to think, 
and torefigct on the great events Uiat 
have recently passed in review before us. 
Ata season when our country was upon 
its trial for life or death, and struggling 
against its foreign and internal enemies, 
a temporary relaxation of vigilanoc a- 
mongst the republicans of this county 
tand other counties of this State) appear- 
ed to have taken place, with regard to 
their elections. Mean while the redou- 
bled vigilance of (British partizans, or) 
federalists, taking advantage of the dis- 
tresses of their country, and using every 
effort to render ajust war unpopular a- 
Mongst those a little more ignorant, and 
much more honest, than themselves— 
have found means to scramble into pow- 
ér, and to seize upon the reins of govern- 
ment of this State. 

The conduct of these hopeful charac- 
ters, since they have been in power, has 
also passed in review before us—a speci- 
men of which I beg leave now to lay bs- 
fore the public. 

In November, 1812, the federalists 
having, by the means above noticed, ob- 
tained a majority in the General Assem- 
bly, they chose Levin Winder, Esq. as 
Governor for the ensuing year; and the | 
said Levin Winder accepted the appoint- | 
ment, and qualified according to the con- 
Stitution and law, kc, Early in the! 
spring of the year 1813, the British forces | 


made their appearance in the Chcsa-) 


peake, and on the 20th of April, 1813, an; 
entry was made in the proceedings of the | 
Council, in the fvilowing words: “The 

“u Council advised the Governor to take: 
Ù command of the militia in person,” *=— | 
The Governor being then absent, as ap- 
pears by the proceedings of the Counci., 
But the following day took his seat as u- 
gual at the Council Board, and continued 
to do so every day, until the 18th of Sep- 
tember, 1813, withthe exception of Sun- 
days, and five other dayə; which five 
days occurred at different periods, and 
notin immediate succession. Andon the 
1st day of February, 1814, the Council a- 
foresaid passed the following order: 

“ Ordered, That the Treasurer of the 
Western Shore pay Major Gen. Winder 
sixteen hundred and forty-three doliars 
and sixty-three cents, ($1643:63) for 
his services as Commander-in-Chief of 
the militia of this State, from the 29th 
of April, to the 17th of September, 1813, 
as per account, passed and filed.” 

And by the report of the Treasurer of 
the Western Shore, on the day aforesaid 
the following order was drawn on him, 
¥1Zo— 
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«Annafolis, Feb’ry let, 1814. 
& $1643 63. 

“Ordered, Thatthe Treasurer 
of the Western Shore pay to Levin Win- 
der $1643: 63, for his pay as Comman- 
der-in-Chief, fromthe 20th of April to 
the 17th of September last—as per ac- 
count, passed and filed. 

(Signed) “ Levin WINDER. 
Countersigned, 
& Thos, Harrison, Auditor. 
And endorsed, “Levin WINDER.” 


And in virtue of the said order, the 
Treasurer did pay to the said Levin Win- 
der the aforesaid sum of sixteen hundred 
and forty-three dollars and sixty-three 
gents, as Commander-in-Chicf from the 
$0th of April to the 17th of September, 
4813, in addition to his salary as Gover- 
nor from November, 1812, to November, 
1813. 

On the foregoing proceedings of-ou 
righteous Governorand Council, the pre- 
eent republican Senate of Maryland has 
‘justly and wisely remarked as follows : 

« By an act of Assembly, passed at No- 
vember session, 1785, a permancnt sala- 
ry of one thousand pounds per annum is 
established for the Governor of this State, 
and by the constitution he is ex officiot 
Commander of the militia, and if advised 
thereto by ihe Council, is authorised to 
command in person. It is evident, that 
when he does command. in person, he 
only performs a part of those duties 
which’ are enjoined on him by the con- 
stitution, and which appertain to his of- 
‘fice as Governor.

Ihave the honor to report, that the 
Peacack and inis ship, having centinued 
oif Tristian d@’Acunha, the number of 
days directed by yeu, in your letter ofin- 
structions, proceeded in cumpany to the 
eastward on the }2tn of April, bound to 
the second place of rendezvous Noth- 
ing of any importance occurred ‘to us 
until the 27th of April, when at 7, A. M. 
in lat. 38, 30,5. & long. 33, L. we made 
a strange sail in the S. E. to which we 

rave Chase, ‘The wind was from the N, 
a by N. and light throughout the day, 
anù by sundown we had ovared the chase 
considerably, It was calm during the 
night, and at day-light on the 28h he 
was yet in sight, A breeze springing 
up from the N. W. we crowded sail 
withssteering sails on both sides; the 
chase standing to the nortuward upon a 
wind. At2h.45 m. P.M. the Peacock 

(Was ubout 6 miles ahead of this ship ; 
and observing that she appearcd to be 
suspicious of the chase, I took in star- 
-board steering sails, and hauled up for 
the Peacock. I was stiil, however, of v- 
pinion that the chase was an Indiaman, 
though, indeed, the atmosphere was quite 
smoky and jndistinct, and I concluded, 
as she was very large, that Capt War- 
gington was waiting for me to join him, 
that we might tugciher go alonynide of 
her. At 3h. 22 mw, P. M. the Peacock 
made the signal chat tie chase was a 
ship of the line and an enemy. I imme- 
‘diately took in ail steering sails, & haul- 
ed upon a wind; the enemy then upon 
our lec quarter, distant about 8 miles.— 
By sundown I had perceived that the en- 
eny sailed rema: hubly fast, and was very 
weatherly. Ai 9 P.M. asthe enemy was 
gaining Upon us, and there was every ap- 
pearance that he would be enabled to 
keep sight of us during the night, I con- 
sidcred it necessary to lighten the ship. 
I therefore threw overboard 12 tons of 
kenticdge, part of our sho , some of our 
heavy spa:s, cut away the sheet anchor 
aud cable, and started the wedges of the 
masts. At2A.M.the enemy being ja- 
ther before our lee beam, I tacked to the 
westward; the enemy also tacked, aud 
eoutinued in chase of us. At day light, 
on ihe 29th, he was within gun shot, up- 
on our lee quarter. At7 A. M. having 
hoisted English colors, and a Kear Ad- 
miral’s fag, he commenced firing f om 
his bow guns. As his shot went over us, 
Į cut away the remaining anchor and ca- 
ble, threw overboard tue launch, 6 of our 
guns, more of our shot, and every heavy 
article that was at hand; the enemy fir- 
ed about thirty shot, not one of which 
took effect, though most of them passed 
overus. While he was firing, I bad me 
satisfaction to perceive that we slowly 
dropt him, and at 9 A, M. he ceased his 
fire. 

At 11 A. M. the enemy was again 
coming up with us. I now, therefore, 
threw overboard all our remaining guns 
but one long gun, nearly all our shoi, 
all oar spare spars, cut away the topgal- 
Jant forecastle, and cleared every thing 
oil deck, as well as: from below, top ligh- 
ten as much as possible. At noon the 
enemy ugain commenced firing. He fir- 
ed many shot, only 3 of which came on 
board; 2 striking the bulland | passing 
hro’ the jib. [t is, however, extraordi- 
nary, that every shot did not take effect, 
for the enemy the second time we com- 
menced firing was certainly within three 
quarters of a mile of the ship and the sea 
quite smooth. 

I perceived from his sails that effect 
of his fire was to deaden his wind. At 2h 
andat 3 P. M. he again ceased firing. At 
2h 30m P. M. the wind which had previ- 
ously, and greatly. to our disadvantage, 
bucked to the southeast, hauled to the 
westward, and freshened up, At sun-
